REMARKS

New Claim 25 

Further to the papers filed on May 4, 2010 and June 7, 2010, Applicants herein add new 
claim 25. This claim recites that a substance which improves vascular cell disorders which occur 
due to the function of Rac are those substances which cause at least as much Rac to transfer into 
the nucleus of the HUVEC as does pitavastatin. This claim is based on the suggestion of 
Examiners Ricci and Federolf in the telephone interview of June 9, 2010. Applicants 
respectfully submit that this subject matter is fully supported by the specification. Favorable 
consideration is respectfully requested.
